PAKTIA PROVINCE, Afghanistan 
he soldiers swarmed through the 
ridges and draws like so many ants 
on a mound. Enemy fighters had 
just fired off a barrage of rocket- 

propelled grenades at a passing convoy in 
the area. They’d been sent to chase off the 
attackers during this warm day in early

May, but the wicked terrain threatened to 
turn these hunters into prey. 

The soldiers weren’t alone, though. 
Thanks to an intricate but streamlined 
process, a duo of A-10s guarded them 
from high above the Afghan hilltops. The 
soldiers continued their search, confi- 
dent that earth-shaking firepower lay 
just a radio call away should they get into 
trouble — although this time the deadly 
ordnance didn’t have to be used. 


Frontline soldiers say they depend on 
aircraft like the A-10s — and in particular 
on their ability to deliver battle-chang- 
ing airstrikes within minutes. But those 
airstrikes have come under fire since 
highly publicized attacks on two villages 
in Farah province on May 4 killed dozens 
of Afghan civilians. Afterward, Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai demanded an 
end to U.S. airstrikes in his country. 

Counterinsurgency experts say sol- 


diers must be willing to fight the enemy 
in close combat to avoid civilian casual- 
ties, but Afghanistan’s formidable ter- 
rain and intense firefights often require 
additional fire support. 

“This could be the difference between 
them living and dying,” said Air Force 
Master Sgt. Allen Hawk, a joint termi- 
nal attack controller, the link between 
ground units and Air Force jets.

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Wonder wall 


For one Marine, running a 
marathon on the Great Wall 
of China proves ‘surreal’

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — 
Visiting the Great Wall of China 
is a once-in-a-lifetime experience 
for most. 

It was for Capt. David Dixon, 
even if much of that experience 
is a little shrouded in the physical 
pain of running the Great Wall of 
China Marathon. 

“It was certainly the hard- 
est and most grueling physical 
accomplishment of my life,” he 
said. 

Dixon, 29, described the expe- 
rience in a phone interview and 
an e-mail exchange with Stripes. 

Just three days before the race, 
Dixon and Capt. Josh Miller, 27, 
hiked up Mount Suribachi on Iwo 
Jima. 

“Iwo Jima was a tough and 
emotional seven-mile hike,” he 
said. “I’m certain that it hurt our 
marathon performance, but I’m 
glad we did it. It was a piece of 
our Marine Corps heritage that I 
will never forget.” 

Taut with soreness and ex- 
citement, they both had trouble 
sleeping the night before the race, 
Dixon said. 


And an early-morning wake- 
up call — the runners had to 
drive 2'2 hours from Beijing and 
be at the race’s starting point by 
6:15 a.m. — certainly didn’t help, 
Dixon said. 

Walking along the “goat trails” 
sections of the wall to get to the 
starting line was “like Interstate 
5 in San Diego during rush hour 
traffic” as you could only walk 
through one at a time, Dixon said. 

As the race began, Dixon, 
Miller and Capt. Adam Gable, all 
pilots with the Marine Medium 
Helicopter Squadron 262 on Oki- 
nawa, waited about 20 minutes 
for the line to move. 

“This was the only time during 
the race that I truly got to take in 
the wall, scenery and experience 
for its sheer awesomeness,” Dixon 
said. “Most of the memories of 
the rest of the race are obscured 
by the physical pain I was in.” 

Only about six miles of the 
26.2-mile race course was atop 
the wall; the rest wound through 
the small rural village near the 
wall. 

“It was a surreal and almost 
overwhelming feeling to run a 
marathon on one of the seven 
wonders of the world,” Dixon said.

“The most exciting and maybe 
the most rewarding part of the 
race were the hundreds of local 
villagers who came out to cheer 
on and encourage the runners.” 

Despite drinking and eating 
throughout the race, Dixon still 
suffered severe muscle cramps in 
his quadriceps and abdomen. 

During the last two miles, 
Dixon said, he suffered cramps 
in his right leg with every step. 

“I pretty much dragged my 
right leg across the finish line,” 
he said. 

Though Dixon’s goal was to fin- 
ish the race in less than six hours, 
he crossed the finish line in a 
little more than 6 hours and 18 
minutes, 15 minutes after Miller. 
Gable completed the race in 4 
hours and 56 minutes. 

Looking back, Dixon said he 
was under-prepared for the race, 
because most of his training was 


done aboard the USS Essex dur- 
ing its two-month deployment 
this spring. 

But training for distance races 
is how Dixon deals with the stress 
and tempo of deployments away 
from family, he said. He ran the 
Rock ‘n’ Roll Marathon in San 
Diego two days after he returned 
from his first deployment to Iraq 
in 2007. He ran the eight-mile 
Dallas YMCA Turkey Trot after 
returning from his second Iraq 
deployment. 

And he plans to keep on 
running. 

His next goal is to run the Bos- 
ton Marathon. After that, he’ll set 
his sights on the Reykjavik Mara- 
thon in Iceland and the Safaricom 
Marathon in Kenya to achieve his 
ultimate goal of completing mar- 
athons on all seven continents.

Airstrikes: Strict procedures minimize risk

Air vs. ground support 


Jets have several advantages over other 
fire-support options. They have an array of 
bombs, ranging from 500 to 2,000 pounds, 
with fuses that the pilot can adjust on the 
fly — exploding the bomb in the air above 
troops or delaying the explosion until the 
bomb has penetrated a building, said Air 
Force Col. James Thomas, commander 
of the 504th Expeditionary Air Support 
Operations Group and all the joint ter- 
minal attack controllers, or JTACS, in 
Afghanistan. 

By contrast, the impact of artillery and 
mortars is adjusted only by changing the 
number of shells fired, said Sgt. Nicholas 
Packard, a forward observer with Troop C, 
1st Squadron, 40th Cavalry Regiment. 

Jets also have “sniper pods” that can 
feed video directly into a company head- 
quarters, said 1st Lt. Paul Cleary, Troop 
C fire support officer. They don’t have to 
land to refuel, and they’re faster than heli- 
copters. International Security Assistance 
Forces can have a plane overhead within 
12 minutes of being called, Thomas said. 

“We can be in multiple different loca- 
tions in a short amount of time,” he said. 

But jets have added risks, too. 

Many of the bombs are directed by GPS. 
Army forward observers use terrain fea- 
tures instead of map coordinates to tell 
pilots their own location, in case the pilot 
were to accidentally enter in the friendly 
unit’s position instead of the enemy’s, 
Packard said. 

Helicopter pilots, on the other hand, 
must look at the target before they fire, 
adding an extra safeguard against killing 
civilians. 

Despite the attention to civilian deaths 
caused by airstrikes, insurgents still cause 
the majority of civilian casualties. Insur- 
gents caused at least 2,016, or 65 percent, 
of the 3,102 civilian deaths between 2006 
and the first seven months of 2008, accord- 
ing to Human Rights Watch. 

At the same time, it’s often faster and 
easier for units under attack to call up ar- 
tillery or mortars, usually fired by soldiers 
in the same company or battalion as the 
soldiers under attack, Cleary said. Platoons 
almost always have a forward observer au- 
thorized to call in artillery or mortars. 

Forward observers can talk to planes to 
help them scout ahead for enemy fighters, 
but the JTACs authorized to actually direct 
airstrikes are often found only at battalion 
level or higher. 

The pilot can hear all sides of the con- 
versation and has the full picture of what’s 
going on, Packard said. 


International law 


Three legal principles guide when air- 
craft can drop bombs, said Col. Gary 
Brown, the Combined Air and Space Op- 
erations Center staff judge advocate. The

strikes must be necessary to further the 
war effort; they must distinguish between 
combatants and noncombatants; and they 
must be proportional. 

Beyond these basics, the situation be- 
comes more disputed. With the distinction 
principle, for example, both the attacker 
and the defender have an obligation to 
avoid unnecessarily putting civilians in 
danger. However, Taliban fighters often 
mix among civilians to avoid American 
attacks or to create inflammatory civilian 
deaths. 

Human Rights Watch said U.S. forces 
aren’t freed from their obligations just be- 
cause Taliban fighters broke the rules. But 
Brown said he thinks “there is an argument 
that if the defender violates the principle of 
distinction [for example, by fighting from 
behind civilians] that the attacker could 
then carry out an attack and the collateral 
casualties that might result would actually 
be on the head of the defender.” 

In all, the military’s focus is on balanc- 
ing the importance of the target against 


the risk of collateral damage, he said. 

Brown resisted saying at what point 
— or even whether — an airstrike inves- 
tigation would determine that the strike 
shouldn’t have happened. The investiga- 
tors must look closely not only at the facts 
on the ground, but what the ground unit 
knew about those facts at the time — al- 
though Brown said that a previous case 
stemming from the Vietnam War’s My Lai 
massacre did set the precedent for Ameri- 
can soldiers to be prosecuted for violating 
the laws of war. 

“This is a guy getting shot at and taking 
casualties and he has to decide whether 
it’s a legitimate target,” said Col. Greg Ju- 
lian, the head U.S. military spokesman in 
Afghanistan. 


Procedures 


The military has developed extensive 
procedures to mitigate the risk of misguid- 
ed airstrikes. Proportionality is the first 
line of defense. Commanders at all levels 


stress that airstrikes use no more force 
than necessary, Thomas said. 

Said Julian: “Good gosh, there’s so many 
variables in every situation; there’s no situ- 
ation the same.” 

Airstrike rules can in some ways be even 
more restrictive than those for ground 
units. Riflemen are usually allowed to 
shoot at anyone attacking them, provided 
they’ve identified the attacker. Jets will 
often first do a “show of force,” such as a 
high-speed flyby, to stop small numbers of 
enemy fighters armed with just rifles and 
rocket-propelled grenades, Thomas said. 

Packard described how he called in a 
pair of F-15s when soldiers saw suspicious 
people with flashlights milling around 
within sight of an outlying patrol base. As 
soon as the unknown group heard the jet 
engines, they turned off their lights and 
scattered; no bombs had to be dropped. 

Said Hawk: “The ground command- 
er has to figure out what he wants to do, 
what’s an acceptable risk to him.”

Petraeus

Gen. David Petraeus said Friday that video evi- 
dence proves that a number of Taliban militants 
were killed in the controversial May 4 U.S. air- 
strike in Farah province, Afghanistan. 

The bombing became the source of tensions be- 
tween the United States and Afghanistan when it 
was learned that civilians also were killed. 

In a segment aired Friday on National Public 
Radio’s “Morning Edition,” Petraeus said that he 
had been briefed recently by the team assigned to 
investigate. 


“There is indeed video from a B-1 bomber that 
very clearly shows bombs hitting individuals who 
are the Taliban, who are reacting to the move- 
ments of the Afghan and coalition forces on the 
ground,” Petraeus told host Steve Inskeep. 

Asked how he could be sure the individuals were 
Taliban, Petraeus replied: 

“It’s a combination of intelligence that is then 
confirmed by this actual video.” 

Asked if the video would be released, Petraeus 
said no, but that it would likely be shown in some 
form during a DOD briefing. 

“What it will prove, is that the targets of these 


different strikes were the Taliban,” Petraeus told 
NPR. “What it does not prove, is that there were 
not civilians killed. I think we agree, actually, that 
there were civilians killed in this incident along — 
again — with a substantial number of Taliban.” 

Afghan officials, including President Hamid 
Karzai, put the death toll as high as 140 and say the 
strikes hit houses in two villages in which mostly 
women and children were hiding. 

The U.S. military has acknowledged 20 to 35 
civilians were among nearly 100 mostly Taliban 
and said the Taliban used the villagers as human 
shields.

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Planning attacks 


Before the commander authorizes any 
attack, leaders determine who and what 
could be harmed. Qatar-based airmen ar- 
range for strikes on longer-range, predeter- 
mined targets, but ground units that come 
under attack do their own “field collateral 
damage estimate.” 

A 2008 Human Rights Watch investiga- 
tion into Afghanistan airstrikes determined 
that unplanned strikes were responsible for 
nearly all civilian deaths from airstrikes. 
Only one planned strike in both 2006 and 
2007 killed civilians. 

Planned attacks allow leaders to conduct 
more thorough reviews of potential harm 
to civilians. 

Unplanned attacks require both positive 
identification and a “collateral damage as- 
sessment,” but these are less thorough than 
those for planned attacks and they’re often 
made in the heat of the battle. The JTAC’s 
report may be one of the only checks done 
prior to a strike, the investigation found. 

Human Rights Watch took particular 
aim at U.S. special operations forces. Small 
groups of lightly armed soldiers depend 
on rapid airstrikes to avoid being over- 
whelmed by larger numbers of insurgents. 
The problem is exacerbated because com- 
munication between these units and ISAF 
is frequently poor, the report concluded. A 
senior British commander asked U.S. spe- 
cial operations forces to leave his district 
because of mounting casualties. 

Task Force Yukon soldiers must get ap- 
proval from their brigade commander if 
any civilian structure is within 500 meters 
of the attack site. Such approval can take 
only moments. 

“If we’re being shot at, usually they clear 
it,’ Cleary said. 

Once the commander decides to drop 
bombs, the JTACs help him or her decide 
which bomb best suits the purposes. The 


dropping of a large bomb is so rare that sol- 
diers at one Paktia cavalry troop recently 
were a bit envious that another company in 
their task force got to see a Joint Direct At- 
tack Munition strike. Cleary and Packard 
have never called in an airstrike during 
their time in Afghanistan. 

But those precautions don’t completely 
prevent civilian deaths. Insurgents like to 
attack from ridgelines that allow them to 
rapidly retreat into villages. Often, they at- 
tack U.S. forces from within civilian areas 
to make it harder for the soldiers to fight 
back, Cleary said. 

“It’s a difficult balance, and it all comes 
down to what’s happening on the ground at 
the time,” he said. “The more intense the 
firefight, the more you’re willing to risk 
getting in close.” 

Packard put it more bluntly: “Ultimately, 
collateral damage estimates come to: What 
are you willing to get ruined?” 


Different rules of engagement 


Task Force Yukon falls under ISAF 
control, but other U.S. units fall under 
Operation Enduring Freedom — a joint 
American, British and Afghan effort that 
is separate from ISAF. The two groups 
have different rules of engagement even 
though American forces are part of both 
operations. 

They use the same standards for of- 
fensive operations but differ in using air- 
strikes defensively. Both require “hostile 
intent” for airstrikes. But NATO defines 
hostile intent as “manifest and overwhelm- 
ing force,” while the United States defines it 
as “the threat of the imminent use of force” 
— a much lower threshold that allows pre- 
emptive airstrikes. 

American planes can perform attacks for 
either ISAF or Enduring Freedom. 

The majority of civilian airstrike deaths 
come during OEF missions. This may be 
partly because OEF is concentrated in the 
south where the insurgency is strongest.

But it may also be because of the different 
rules of engagement and OEF’s heavier re- 
liance on special operations forces, Human 
Rights Watch said. 

The United States and ISAF changed 
their bombing policy in 2007 after a former 
ISAF commander ordered a review of air- 
strike procedures. Units were directed not 
to resort immediately to airstrikes when 
they come in contact with enemy fighters 
and to withdraw when possible. But the 
number of civilian deaths has held steady, 
according to Human Rights Watch. 

Other recommendations are sometimes 
ignored in practice. Human Rights Watch 
recommended using smaller, more tar- 
geted munitions, but May’s Farah province 
attack used about a dozen bombs, some up 
to 2,000 pounds. Julian said in many cases 
a single big bomb can cause less damage 
and be more targeted than several smaller 
bombs. 

Not all the strikes occurred to protect 
soldiers in danger of being overrun, either.

sometimes used airstrikes when pursuing 
fleeing Taliban fighters into areas where 
they didn’t know whether civilians were 
around. Other times, unexpected encoun- 
ters between coalition forces and enemy 
fighters led to battles lasting several hours 
or days “with airstrikes used to support 
small troop numbers on the ground result- 
ing in civilian deaths.” 

As much as they recognize the difficul- 
ty, though, none of the soldiers or airmen 
want to see airstrikes taken away as Karzai 
proposed. 

“Tt would ultimately place soldiers in 
harm’s way more often,” Cleary said. 

Said Thomas: “ISAF’s No. 1 priority is 
[preventing] civilian casualties. We don’t 
want to have any fratricide on our side or 
killing civilians. I think it would hurt, but 
we’re going to do what the commander says. 
It’s a tough one because there’s no soldier, 
sailor, airmen or Marine that I know of that 
wants to hurt any innocent civilian.”

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Misawa officials lay out 


legal system to Japanese 


Often under intense scrutiny when incidents occur, 
military explains its process to host country media

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan 
— If there’s one thing that U.S. 
troops stationed overseas learn 
quickly, it’s that off-base miscon- 
duct gets a lot of attention. 

In mainland Japan and 
Okinawa, especially, troops have 
found themselves under extreme 
scrutiny, with the Japanese 
reacting very quickly to any alle- 
gations of crime. 

Front-page headlines some- 
times blast the military and its 
leaders; high-ranking U.S. offi- 
cers and politicians find them- 
selves bowing in apology; and 
entire base communities have 
been locked down so residents 
can “reflect” on the actions of 
a few. 

While the U.S. military at 
Misawa Air Base, in northern 
Japan, enjoys a strong relation- 
ship with the local community, 
officials made an effort Friday 
to better explain its legal system 
to the Japanese press. 

The goal, said Lt. Col. Mark 
Patterson, 35th Fighter Wing’s 
staff judge advocate, was to help 
fight any possible misperception 
that the U.S. military doesn’t 
deal with its bad apples. 

“T would like to help the pub- 
lic — through the media — to 
understand” how the U.S. mil- 
itary’s legal system works, he 
said during an interview before 
meeting with Japanese media. 

Patterson said the meeting 
wasn’t driven by any recent 
case, even though a U.S. airman 
was court-martialed earlier in 
the week, in part for conspiring 


with other troops to go on an 
off-base vandalism spree earlier 
this year. 

He said it’s difficult to gauge 
what sort of impact off-base 
crime has on the relation- 
ship between the military and 
Japanese community, because 
there are few cases each year. 

Satoshi Tomita, of Misawa 
city’s military base relations 
section, said Friday that local 
residents are concerned with 
any U.S. military-related crime. 
Local residents’ associations 
submit letters of protest in reac- 
tion to any misconduct, he said. 
His section then follows up with 
the base leadership. 

“We submit a letter of protest 
every time,” Tomita said. 

But Tomita said city officials 
believe the base takes their com- 
plaints seriously and that U.S. 
officials take the appropriate 
action. 

“In the past, there have not 
been any cases where it affected 
our friendly relations with the 
base,” he said. 

Kenichi Asano,  profes- 
sor of journalism at Doshisha 
University in Kyoto, said dur- 
ing an interview Thursday that 
the Japanese expect U.S. troops 
“to have higher moral standards 
than ordinary people.” 

When news of an alleged crime 
breaks, he said, the Japanese tend 
to forget the principle of “inno- 
cent until proven guilty” and 
start demanding prosecution. 

On Friday, 16 members of 
the Japanese press gathered for 
about 90 minutes, as Patterson 
explained everything from non-

judicial punishment to a general 
court-martial, “so when things 
happen, [the press] can put it 
in context” in reporting to their 
readers. 

Patterson walked the reporters 
through the step-by-step process 
of a case, from the investigation 
to the preferral of charges, the 
trial to the appeal. 

And he discussed the impor- 
tance of the base and Japanese 
legal officials working together. 

We “must work side-by-side 
with the laws of the nation,” 
he said, when explaining how 
the U.S.-Japan Status of Forces 
Agreement clearly dictates who 
gets jurisdiction in any case. 

With Japan transitioning to its 
own form of a jury system, one 
reporter wanted to know how 
military jurors are selected and 
what would happen if they didn’t 
want to be a juror. 

Patterson explained that they 
are ordered to be part of a jury, 
and that there would have to be 
a very strong reason for them to 
be excused. 

Another asked what the base 
would do if it learned of an off- 
base crime while investigating 
something it had primary juris- 
diction over. 

Patterson assured the report- 
er that the regulations clearly 
state that the base share its 
information with the Japanese 
authorities.

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Gates urges Asian unity amid N. Korea crisis

SINGAPORE — Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates brought a message of build- 
ing multilateral unity, widening strategic 
cooperation and increasing military capac- 
ity to a conference of Asian defense min- 
isters here Saturday, delivering a speech 
long on assurances but brief on the topic on 
everyone’s minds: North Korea. 

That country, he said, was “on a reckless 
and ultimately self-destructive quest for 
nuclear weapons and intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles.” 

And while President Barack Obama’s 
administration has offered diplomacy to 
America’s enemies, the secretary said of 
his commander-in-chief: “He is hopeful, 
but not naive.” 

“North Korea’s latest reply to our over- 
tures isn’t exactly something we would 
characterize as helpful or constructive. 
We will not stand idly by as North Korea 
builds the capability to wreak destruction 
on any target in the region — or on us,” said 
Gates. 

“At the end of the day, the choice to con- 
tinue as a destitute, international pariah, or 
chart a new course, is North Korea’s alone 
to make. The world is waiting.” 

Lending weight to that message, Secre- 
tary of State Hillary Clinton dispatched 
Deputy Secretary James B. Steinberg to 
join the U.S. delegation here before con- 
tinuing to Tokyo, Beijing and Moscow for 
bilateral talks focused on North Korea. 

On Friday, Gates told reporters travel- 
ing with him that the Obama administra- 
tion did not consider the tests a “crisis” and 
said the U.S. had no intention of a military 
response. Instead, he called for tougher 
targeted U.N. sanctions against the Pyong- 
yang government. 

But in his speech at the Shangri-La Dia- 
logue on Saturday, Gates’ comments on 
North Korea came six pages into a seven- 
page transcript, reflecting an intention to

stifle heated commentary about the actual 
threat and take control of the message on 
greater Asian security. 

The speech was his first to the annual 
event as a member of the Obama admin- 
istration, and in it Gates called for refor- 
mulating outdated security relationships 
among Pacific countries still relying on 
Cold War-era bilateral agreements. 

Additionally, Gates, who worked under 
several presidents in the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency and on the National Security 
Council before succeeding Donald Rums- 
feld as secretary of defense, closed his re- 
marks with an apologetic tone for his Asian 
counterparts saying that he recognized the 
U.S. had committed wrongs in its pursuit of 


the greater good. 

“Throughout more than two centuries, 
the United States has been a beacon of free- 
dom. In our efforts to protect our won free- 
dom — and that of others — we have, from 
time to time, made mistakes, including at 
times being arrogant in dealing with oth- 
ers. But we always correct our course. Our 
willingness to do so is one of our most en- 
during strengths. In the end we know that 
our own democracy’s strength ultimately 
depends on adhering to our nation’s values 
and ideals — and on the strength and in- 
dependence of other democracies and part- 
ners around the world.” 

The overall message was true to form 
for Gates, who has spent the past several 
months in Washington and abroad de- 
manding a U.S. defense budget prioritized 
to meet current threats and requirements 
— Gates calls it “strategic reality” — over 
threats based on outdated or overwrought 
assumptions of enemy capabilities and 
intentions. 

“Consider our relationships with long- 
standing treaty allies Japan and South 
Korea — cornerstones of our foreign pol- 
icy. We entered into these alliances in the 
early years of the Cold War when both 
nations were impoverished and virtually 
destroyed,” he said. Those countries, he 
added, “have since become economic pow- 
erhouses with modern, well-trained and 
[well-] equipped armed forces.” 

And so the U.S. is adjusting, by transi- 
tioning “wartime operational control” back 
to the South Korean government in 2012, 
which he said would be “a historic moment 
when the Republic of Korea will take the 
lead role in its defense.” 

At the same time, while the U.S. is in- 
creasing its military presence in the 
region, Gates called for a new “security ar- 
chitecture” around powers such as China, 
Russia and Indonesia, but one that includes 
nonmilitary components. 

The U.S., he explained, has engaged for 
a several years in helping shift Asian mili- 


taries away from conventional forces and 
toward, he said, ‘a rebalanced mix of the 
so-called “hard” and “soft” elements of na- 
tional power — where military, diplomatic, 
economic, cultural, and humanitarian ele- 
ments are integrated seamlessly.” 

Gates said he was “heartened” by inter- 
national responses to piracy off the coast 
of Africa, maritime security and transit 
routes through Asian waters, and transna- 
tional issues including environmental deg- 
radation, climate change, drug trafficking, 
infectious diseases and cyber security. 

On Friday, Australian Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd told the conference that Singa- 
pore’s decisions in the last century to be a 
multilateral player were reason for its cur- 
rent economic and security successes. 

Rudd then renewed his own call for a 
single Asian security organization. 

“The center of global geostrategic and 
geo-economic gravity is shifting to our re- 
gion,” Rudd said, according to a transcript. 

“We need mechanisms that help us cope 
with strategic shocks and discontinuities. 
We need a body that brings together the 
leaders of the key nations in the Asia-Pa- 
cific region — including Indonesia, India, 
China, Japan, the United States and other 
nations — with a mandate to engage across 
the breadth of the security, economic and 
political challenges we will face in the 
future. 

“Absent such a body, I am concerned in 
the long term about the possibility of strate- 
gic drift within our region — or even worse 
strategic polarization; polarization which 
I believe serves nobody’s interests,” Rudd 
said. 

China, notably, has not sent a minister- 
level representative to the Shangri-La Dia- 
logue, but Gates will meet with its senior 
official, a lieutenant general. 

“Tt is essential for the United States and 
China to find opportunities to cooperate 
wherever possible,” Gates said.

WASHINGTON — North Ko- 
rea’s nuclear threats are grabbing 
the world’s attention. But if the 
North were to strike South Korea 
today, it would probably first try 
to savage Seoul with the men and 
missiles of its huge army. 

The attack might well begin with 
artillery and missiles capable of 
hitting South Korea’s capital with 
little or no warning. North Korea’s 
vast cadre of commandos could 
try to infiltrate and cause chaos 
while the South tried to respond. 

The hair-trigger nature of the 
danger is reflected in the pledge 
of preparedness that American 
ground forces stationed just below 
the North-South divide have lived 
by for decades: “Fight tonight.” 

If it came to war, destruction 
— civilian and military — would 
be heavy, even if the North held 
back whatever nuclear weapons it 
may have. 

U.S. and South Korean forces 
have had nearly six decades to 
anticipate how a renewed attack 
might unfold and how they would 
respond. The expectation is that 
the North would slip commandos 
across the Demilitarized Zone 
that divides the North and South 
or into southern waters aboard 
small submarines to carry out 


sabotage and assassination. 

In congressional testimony 
in March, the commander of 
U.S. forces in Korea, Gen. Wal- 
ter L. Sharp, estimated that the 
North has more than 80,000 such 
commandos. 

Sharp said North Korea’s army 
is the world’s fourth largest with 
1.2 million troops on active duty, 
backed by as many as 7 million 
reserves. The numbers do not tell 
the entire story, though. Much of 
the North’s equipment is old and 
decrepit, and it lacks high-tech 
reconnaissance capabilities. 

Robert W. RisCassi, a retired 
Army general who commanded 
U.S. forces in Korea from 1990- 
93, said the North’s navy is no 
match for the South’s and its air 
forces are weak and overmatched. 
Resources, including fuel, are a 
major limitation for the North. 

RisCassi said Kim Jong I], the 
reclusive leader of North Korea, 
lost any “bolt-out-of-the-blue” 
invasion option he may have en- 
joyed when U.S. and South Korean 
forces were placed on heightened 
alert last week. 

“Whether he wants to play that 
card, no one knows, but I think 
he knows that if he plays it, he’s 
going to lose and he’s going to lose 
North Korea,” RisCassi said.

KABUL—A battle ina militant-con- 
trolled region of western Afghanistan 
killed 30 insurgents and nine Afghan 
soldiers, while a roadside bomb in the 
country’s north wounded an Afghan 
governor, officials said Saturday. 

Violence elsewhere in the country 
killed 17 others, part of a spate of at- 
tacks that killed 56 people over all. 

The battle in Badghis province 
began Friday and continued into Sat- 
urday. Afghan troops supported by in- 
ternational forces killed 30 militants 
in the Bala Murghab district, a region 
where the Afghan government has lit- 
tle control. Nine Afghan soldiers died 
in the battle, and four “disappeared,” 
the Ministry of Defense said. The 
ministry did not elaborate. 

The roadside bomb detonated on the 
main highway in Kunduz province, and 
shattered glass slightly wounded Gov. 
Mohammad Omar, said his spokes- 
man, Ahmad Sami Yawar. He blamed 
the “enemies of peace and security,” 
which commonly means militants. 

Taliban and other militants often 
target Afghan officials. Northern Af- 
ghanistan was once thought to be a 
peaceful enclave unaffected by ram- 
pant Taliban violence in the country’s 
south and east. But militants have in- 
creased attacks in the area in the last 
two years as the insurgency spreads.

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Pakistan retakes 
Swat’s main town

ISLAMABAD — The Taliban have fled the Pakistani 
army’s advance on the main town in the Swat Valley, 
delivering the military a strategic prize in its offensive 
against militants in the country’s northwest, command- 
ers said Saturday. 

Army spokesman Maj. Gen. Athar Abbas said an un- 
known number of militant fighters were able to escape 
Mingora town despite being surrounded, raising the 
prospect that they could return to the fight elsewhere. 

The military launched a major offensive about one 
month ago in the Swat Valley and neighboring areas 
to oust Taliban militants who had been extending their 
control over the northwestern region near the border 
with Afghanistan. 

U.S. and other officials say the lawless border region 
is being used by al-Qaida and the Taliban as a base to 
plan and launch attacks on Western forces in Afghani- 
stan, and see the offensive as a test of Pakistan’s resolve 
to fight extremism on its soil. 

Government troops had been advancing steadily into 
the Swat region for about a month, bombarding towns 
from the air and fighting house-to-house with Taliban 
gunmen in some places. 

In Mingora, militants had dug themselves into bunkers 
built into hotels and government buildings, and initially 
offered stiff resistance as troops closed roads leading to 
the town then began moving in last week, Abbas said. 

“When they realized that if they did not leave these 
areas the noose would tighten around them and they 
would not find a way to leave ... they decided to end the 
fight and leave,” Abbas said. 

Meanwhile, Information Minister Qamar Zaman 
Kaira said the number of people uprooted from their 
homes by the fighting had reached “around 3 million,” 
and that more than 190,000 of them were living in refu- 
gee camps. The rest are staying with relatives or relying 
on goodwill from local residents. 
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CIA pushes to broaden language competency 


Agency aims to recruit 50 percent more officers fluent in ‘mission-critical’ languages

WASHINGTON — Five years 
after it was faulted by the 9/11 
Commission for inadequate lan- 
guage skills among its employees, 
the CIA on Friday launched an 
ambitious program to double the 
number of analysts proficient in 
languages deemed critical in the 
fight against America’s enemies. 

The new initiative, announced 
by CIA Director Leon Panetta, 
was an acknowledgment of the 
agency’s slow progress in adding 
employees fluent in languages 
such as Arabic, Farsi and Urdu. 

“To gather intelligence and un- 
derstand a complex world, CIA 
must have more officers who 
read, speak, and understand for- 
eign languages,” Panetta said ina 
message sent to employees. 

Panetta unveiled plans for re- 
cruiting more officers fluent in 
foreign languages and for retrain- 
ing thousands of current employ- 


ees, using the agency’s in-house 
“CIA University.” 

The agency will offer night 
classes and online training, and 
will enable new recruits to study 
languages while awaiting secu- 
rity clearance, he said. 

In addition to doubling the 
number of officers competent in 
certain “mission-critical” lan- 
guages, the agency seeks to in- 
crease by 50 percent the number 
of analysts fluent in the dialect 
of the culture or region to which 
they are assigned, Panetta said. 

The CIA recently reported 
that a small fraction, about 13 
percent, of its overall work force 
is fluent in a second language. 
Among officers of the agency’s 
National Clandestine Service, to 
which most foreign-deployed of- 
ficers are assigned, the figure is 
about 30 percent. 

The 9/11 Commission identi- 
fied a lack of skilled translators as 
a factor in the U.S. government’s 
failure to prevent the Sept. 11,

‘Tonight’ host ends 17-year run 
with few celebrities, many jokes

BURBANK, Calif. — It was a 
homespun farewell for Jay Leno’s 
last show at “Tonight.” 

Celebrities were largely absent 
and the self-effacing comedian 
said he wanted to be remembered 
for the children born to his staff- 
ers during his 17-year tenure as 
the show’s second-longest running 
host. 

He even posed with all 68 of 
them, from babies to teenagers. 

“That’s what I'd like my legacy 
to be,” Leno said, his voice thick- 
ened by emotion. “When these 
kids grow up and they go, ‘Hey, 
mom and dad, where did you guys 
meet?’, they’re going to say they 
met on the stage of ‘The Tonight 
Show.” 

The show also included jabs at 
favorite targets, including politi- 
cians and his own network. He 
noted proudly that he took over 
the top-rated late-night show from 
Johnny Carson and was passing 
it on with the same No. 1 ranking 
to Conan O’Brien, who begins as 
host Monday. 

“Which means I get my security 
deposit back,” quipped Leno. 

Leno received a chilly reception 
when he beat out Carson favorite 
David Letterman for the “To- 
night” job in 1992. 

Carson, who was host for a re- 
cord 30 years, taught him that no 
matter what happens in the world 
the host has to have a nightly 
monologue, “because that’s your 
job,” Leno said. 


Giving O’Brien a_pre-debut 
boost, Leno welcomed him as his 
final guest. 

“You were the perfect choice. 
You’ve been an absolute gentle- 
men in private and in the press,” 
Leno told O’Brien, lauding him for 
his “sharp” material. 

“Conan rocks,” a studio audi- 
ence member shouted. “I agree, 
Conan rocks,” Leno replied. 

A clip was shown from 1993, 
when the 30-year-old O’Brien, a 
TV newcomer, appeared on “To- 
night” hours after being signed to 
host “Late Night.” 

Leno, his hair dark then and 
gray now, was ushered on stage 
Friday with a Jimi Hendrix- 
flavored version of “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” by bandleader 
Kevin Eubanks. 

“Welcome to the exciting sea- 
son finale of “The Tonight Show,” 
said Leno, greeted by a standing 
ovation.

After noting that former Presi- 
dents Clinton and George W. 
Bush were participating in a joint 
speaking engagement in Canada, 
Leno remarked wistfully: “I wish

Spector gets 19 
years for murder 


LOS ANGELES — There 
was no soundtrack for the 
final scene of pop maestro 
Phil Spector’s criminal case. 

Spector, 69, said nothing 
as he was sentenced Friday 
to 19 years to life in prison 
for the second-degree mur- 
der of Lana Clarkson, a one- 
time B-movie actress who 
was shot through the mouth 
in Spector’s castle-like man- 
sion Six years ago. 

Now Spector, the difficult 
genius whose “Wall of Sound” 
production technique turned 
pop songs into mini-sympho- 
nies in the 1960s, may spend 
the rest of his life in prison. 

Spector, who would not be 
eligible for parole until he is 
88, showed no emotion be- 


fore being led away to prison. 
Spector’s lawyers spent two 
trials and millions of dollars 
arguing that Clarkson killed 
herself while battling depres- 
sion. They vowed to appeal. 
In his heyday in the early 


and mid-1960s, Spector 
produced dozens of hits, in- 
cluding The Ronette’s “Be 
My Baby,’ The Crystals’ 
“Da Doo Ron Ron” and The 
Righteous Brothers’ classic, 
“You’ve Lost that Lovin’ Fee- 
lin.” Spector also worked 
on the Beatles album “Let 
It Be” and John Lennon’s 
album “Imagine.” 

His “Wall of Sound” used 
orchestrations and some- 
times dozens of microphones 
to producer a dense, echoing 
sound that influenced every- 
one from The Beach Boys to 
Bruce Springsteen. 
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Prince Harry visits 9/11 site, vets on N.Y. trip 


On 2-day visit, the 
24-year-old met 
families of victims

NEW YORK — Prince Harry 
has been all business on his first 
official trip to the U.S., but he’ll 
have an opportunity for fun be- 
fore wrapping up his two-day visit 
to New York. 

On Saturday afternoon, the 
24-year-old prince was expected 
to participate in a polo match on 
Governors Island in New York 
Harbor, facing off against Argen- 
tine polo player and heartthrob 
Nacho Figueras. 

It’s fun with a serious purpose, 
however. The Veuve Cliquot Man- 
hattan Polo Classic will benefit 
the U.S. arm of Harry’s Lesotho- 
based charity, Sentebale, which 
aids the African country’s impov- 
erished children. 

Harry — famed for his youth- 
ful, at times embarrassing, es- 
capades — began his trip Friday 
with a prayerful stop at the site 
of the Sept. 11, 2001, terror at- 
tack. At the World Trade Center, 
he spent about 15 minutes quietly 
speaking to a half-dozen relatives 
of 9/11 victims.

Among them was Chip Callori, 
whose brother, Joseph Amatuc- 
cio, was killed. 

“Tt’s a very kind gesture on his 
part — for him to realize that this 
is a sad but important part of our 
history,” said Callori. 

On a chain-link fence overlook- 
ing the Sept. 11 memorial under 
construction at Ground Zero, 
Harry attached a wreath of peo- 
nies and white and yellow roses. 
Standing alone, he bowed his head 
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in silence for a few minutes. 

A handwritten note on the 
wreath read: “In respectful mem- 
ory of those who lost their lives on 
Sept. 11, 2001, and in admiration 
of the courage shown by the peo- 
ple of this great city on that day.” 
It was signed, “Harry.” 

Harry walked along the south- 
ern perimeter of the 16-acre site, 
stopping to pore over rebuilding 
plans. 

He peppered officials with 
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questions about the construction. 

As he left the site, he said, “It’s 
just fantastic to see what’s going 
on and hopefully everyone will be 
happy with the results — I’m sure 
they will be.” 

At the firehouse across the 
street that houses Engine 10 and 
Ladder 10, which lost five mem- 
bers on Sept. 11, the prince shook 
hands with firefighters, then 
stepped in to admire their equip- 
ment as they talked and laughed. 
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Early Friday afternoon, Harry 
formally named the British Me- 
morial Garden in Hanover Square 
downtown to honor the 67 British 
victims of the terrorist attack. He 
helped plant a so-called “Eliza- 
beth” magnolia tree as part of a 
New York program to plant 1 mil- 
lion trees in the city. 

Later in the afternoon, Harry 
visited Manhattan’s Veterans Af- 
fairs Medical Center, where he 
was greeted with loud applause 
and toured a clinic that treats 
veterans with post-traumatic 
stress disorder and its prosthetics 
facilities. 

He shook hands with Paul Yar- 
brough, a double amputee with 
two prosthetic arms, and jokingly 
pretended his grip was too tight, 
crying out in pain. 

He then watched the 42-year- 
old Gulf War veteran pick up 
a bottle of orange Snapple and 
drink it. 

Joining the prince there was a 
21-year-old British soldier who 
lost both legs when he stepped on 
an anti-tank mine in Afghanistan 
last year, while Harry was com- 
manding troops nearby. 

On Friday, Harry seemed to 
already have captured New York- 
ers’ hearts. 

As he headed for his motor- 
cade near ground zero, the crowd 
waved, shouting “Bye, Harry!”

Diplomats strike accord 
on nuclear arms control

GENEVA — The 65-nation 
Conference on Disarmament 
broke a dozen years of deadlock 
Friday and opened the way to ne- 
gotiate a new nuclear arms con- 
trol treaty. 

Diplomats welcomed the adop- 
tion of a “program of work” as a 
breakthrough for the conference, 
which has been stalemated since 
it wrote the nuclear test ban trea- 
ty in 1996. 

The program refers to nuclear 
disarmament in general, but it in- 
dicates a top candidate for a new 
treaty is one to ban production 
of so-called “fissile materials” 
— highly enriched uranium and 
plutonium — needed to create 
atomic weapons. 

Ambassador Idriss Jazairy of 
Algeria, who as chairman of the 
conference pushed for adoption 
of the program, said the break- 
through came in part because of 
support by the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain, France and China. 

“Terrific result,’ British Am- 
bassador John Duncan wrote in a 
tweet on the Twitter micro-blog- 
ging site. He credited Jazairy 


Three executed in Iran 
for mosque bombing 


TEHRAN, Iran — Three peo- 
ple convicted of involvement in a 
mosque bombing in southeastern 
Iran that killed 25 were hanged 
Saturday, Iran’s official news 
agency reported. 

The three men supplied explo- 
sives to the perpetrators who car- 
ried out the Thursday bombing in 
Zahedan, 1,000 miles southeast of 
the capital Tehran, said a state- 
ment issued by the judiciary. 

Ebrahim Hamidi, the head of 
the justice department in Zahe- 
dan, said that the men were actu- 
ally arrested before the mosque 
bombing, but they had “confessed 


with “getting international work 
on nuclear disarmament restart- 
ed in Geneva.” 

Even North Korea, which only 
this week tested its second nucle- 
ar bomb, endorsed the program 
of work. 

An Myong Hun, a diplomat with 
the North Korean delegation, told 
the conference, “The Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea has 
decided to support the draft deci- 
sion in order for the conference 
to be able to start its substantive 
work.” 

This decision was taken even 
though the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil continues to criticize North 
Korea, An said, adding that moves 
to acquire a nuclear arsenal were 
solely for self-defense. 

Iran, which has been accused 
of trying to develop nuclear weap- 
ons, said it had sent the accord to 
Tehran, but had yet to receive 
instructions. Garold Larson, 
the head of the U.S. delegation, 
joined in the praise for Jazairy 
and other mediators and said del- 
egates were looking forward to 
the work, “which will surely be 
challenging.”

Many are wondering why oil prices are rising so quickly in the midst of a recession

WASHINGTON — The price 
of crude oil once again seems to 
be defying the economic forces of 
gravity.

scherichia coli gets a bad rap for mak- 
BK ing people violently ill, even though most 
strains are perfectly harmless. 

You could say it’s a bug in need of a good 
press agent — or a biologist such as Jennifer 
Anthony, at the University of the Sciences in 
Philadelphia. 

By inserting a series of genes into the 
microbe, she has turned E. coli into a liv- 
ing factory for making small amounts 
of Vitamin A. The goal is to provide a 
low-cost supply of the vitamin to the 
developing world, where deficiencies 
of that nutrient cause widespread 
blindness and even death. 

The early-stage project, in which 
Anthony’s lab has made one strain of 
the bug with an eye-catching shade of 
carroty-orange, is part of a fast-grow- 
ing field called synthetic biology. 

Rather than pasting in a single gene 
here or there, researchers are adding 
entire genetic pathways to bacteria or 
yeasts, inducing them to manufacture 
compounds for uses that range from tex- 
tiles to automotive fuel. The approach can be 
a greener alternative to traditional synthetic 
chemistry. 

“We could potentially ask these bacteria to 
make anything, if we could find the genes for 
the pathway and put it in,” Anthony said. 

While there are just a handful of commercialized 
products made with synthetic biology, more are in 
the works. The fast-growing field has spurred some 
critics to urge caution — warning, for example, that 
this sort of genetic tinkering could theoretically be 
used to make chemical weapons. 

Such concerns are worthy of discussion, but there 
is no reason for alarm, said microbiologist Jack 
Newman, senior vice president at Amyris, a Cali- 
fornia biotech firm. “It is rocket science,” Newman 
said. “Not everybody can do this. It’s not like a dirty 
bomb or something.” 

Anthony, 34, is using the technique to address a 
serious public-health problem: Hundreds of thou- 
sands of people worldwide do not get enough Vitamin 
A, leading to widespread blindness and — because 
the nutrient plays a Key role in the immune system 
— higher rates of death from ailments such as mea- 
sles and diarrhea. 

She decided to start by modifying E. coli because 
the bacterium naturally makes chemical compounds 
that belong to the terpenoids, a broad chemical fam- 
ily that includes Vitamin A. But E. coli’s natural pro- 
cess for making precursors to terpenoids is tightly 
controlled. The bacterium makes only enough for its 
own use, in its cell membrane. 

So Anthony’s lab inserted a series of eight genes to

make the necessary precursors in greater amounts 
— almost like a second assembly line alongside the 
first. Six of these genes came from yeast; two were 
extra copies of genes already present among the 
3,200 genes of E. colli. 

Then she added an additional four genes, copied 
from another kind of bacteria, to take those precur- 
sors and advance the process further. These genes 
transform the chemical building blocks first into 
lycopene — the reddish compound found in toma- 
toes — and then into beta carotene, the orange com- 
pound in carrots. 

To make Vitamin A, Anthony used a copy of a 
gene from a mouse similar to one in humans that 
cleaves the beta carotene in two. 

With the added genes in place, the custom strain 
of E. coli yielded its first Vitamin A this year. The 
vitamin is extracted, so there is no bacteria in the 
final product. 

So far, the amount of vitamin made is quite small, 
in the range of micrograms per liter of broth. To 
make the process commercially viable, Anthony 
needs to increase production by many thousands of 
times — a feat she expects to achieve in a couple of 
years. For now, old-fashioned chemistry is used to 
make the vitamin in the laboratory. But if Anthony 
has her way, one day some of the supply could come 
from a helpful bug. 


Deadly bug identified 


Genetic sequencing allows scientists 
to discover new African virus quickly

ATLANTA — Scientists have 
identified a lethal new virus in 
Africa that causes bleeding like 
the dreaded Ebola virus. 

The so-called “Lujo” virus 
infected five people in Zam- 
bia and South Africa last 

fall. Four of them died. 
The bug comes from a 
family of viruses found 
in rodents, said Dr. Ian 
Lipkin, a Columbia Uni- 
versity epidemiologist 
involved in the discov- 
ery. “This one is really, 
really aggressive” he 
said of the virus. A paper 
on the virus by Lipkin 
and his collaborators was 
published online in PLoS 

Pathogens. 

The research is a startling 
example of how quickly scientists 
can now identify new viruses, said 
Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, which helped 
fund the research. Using genetic 
sequencing techniques, the virus 
was identified in a matter of a few 
days — a process that used to take 
weeks or longer. 

The outbreak started in Sep- 
tember, when a female travel 
agent who lives on the outskirts of 


Lusaka, Zambia, became ill with 
a fever-like illness that quickly 
grew much worse. She was airlift- 
ed to Johannesburg, South Africa, 
where she died. 

A paramedic in Lusaka who 
treated her also became sick, was 
transported to Johannesburg and 
died. The three others infected 
were health care workers in 
Johannesburg. 

Investigators believe the virus 
spread from person to person 
through contact with infected 
body fluids. 

Investigators in Africa thought 
the illness might be Ebola, be- 
cause some of the patients had 
bleeding in the gums and around 
needle injection sites, said Stuart 
Nichol, chief of the molecular bi- 
ology lab in the CDC’s Special 
Pathogens Branch. Other symp- 
toms include include fever, shock, 
coma and organ failure. 

Genetic extracts of blood and 
liver from the victims were tested 
at Columbia University in New 
York, and additional testing was 
done at CDC in Atlanta. Tests 
determined it belonged to the 
arenavirus family, and that it is 
distantly related to Lassa fever, 
another disease found in Africa. 

The drug ribavirin, which is 
given to Lassa victims, was given 
to the fifth Lujo virus patient — a 
Johannesburg nurse. 


Scientists find human skin hosts bacterial zoo 


WASHINGTON — People’s bodies are ecosystems, believed to be 
home to trillions of bacteria, fungi and other microbes that naturally 
coexist in the skin, the digestive tract and other spots. But scientists do 
not have a good grasp of which microbes live where, much less which 
are helpful, even indispensable, to maintaining health. 

The NIH’s “Human Microbiome Project” aims to change that, re- 
cruiting healthy volunteers to learn what microbes they harbor so sci- 
entists can compare the healthy with diseases of microbes gone awry 
— from acute infections to mysterious conditions like psoriasis or ir- 
ritable bowel syndrome. 

In one skin research project, published in the journal Science, sci- 
entists decoded the genes of 112,000 bacteria in samples taken from a 
mere 20 spots on the skin of 10 people. Those numbers translated into 
roughly 1,000 strains, or species, of bacteria. 

How many are supposed to live there? That is not clear yet. Some cer- 
tainly could be tourists, picked up as a person goes about his day. When 
researchers rechecked five volunteers months later, the bacteria in some 
spots — the moist nostril and groin, for example — proved pretty stable 
while other spots, including the forearm, had changed quite a bit. 

The research helps lay the groundwork for what doctors really want 
to know: What the difference is in the skin of people with diseases such 
as eczema or psoriasis.

Making a case for cameras in court

rials in the United States are public. 
The founders’ deep-seated and emi- 
nently rational contempt for secret 
court proceedings found expression in the 
Sixth Amendment guarantee of a criminal 
defendant’s right to a public trial, and in 
statutes and precedents that keep court- 
rooms open to the public in virtually every 
case other than a few involving national 
security, the protection of a child or other 
rare exceptions. 

But in those early days, a trial’s open- 
ness was limited by how many observers 
could squeeze into the courtroom. Film 
erased those limits more than a century 
ago, followed by television and the Inter- 
net, yet too many courts still do their best 
to restrict the public nature of trials by 
prohibiting photographing, recording or 
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televising proceedings. Now the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals is asking the 
federal courts’ governing body to reverse 
its opposition to cameras in federal civil, 
nonjury trial courts. It’s the right move, 
belated and unnecessarily narrow though 
it may be. 

Those who insist courthouse capacity 
should continue to define how “public” a 
trial should be tend to rely on a standard 
list of cautions: Cameras will make lawyers 
play to the viewing audience. Trials will 
become entertainment. Courtrooms will 
become circuses. ... Biased TV programs 
will take snippets out of context and replay 
them for their own purposes. The special 
collegiality that now pervades many court- 
rooms will be lost. Witnesses will testify 
differently with an audience. ... 

A moment’s reflection should put these 
assertions to rest. Some lawyers — in 


fact, some of the best lawyers — always 
have played to the crowd, sometimes to 
their clients’ benefit, sometimes not. Some 
trials have attracted sensation-seeking 
spectators, and newspaper reporters and 
columnists have long picked out portions of 
testimony or argument to replay for their 
readers for their own purposes. The 9th 
Circuit is contemplating cameras only for 
civil cases, but the Los Angeles Superior 
Court learned from the O.J. Simpson cir- 
cus that with rules, guidelines and careful 
judging, it’s possible to televise a trial while 
protecting the rights of the parties and the 
privacy of jurors and, when appropriate, 
witnesses. 

Federal trial courts too can handle 
cameras, just as they can handle capacity 
crowds. ... Courts should not stand in the 
way of public trials finally becoming truly 
public.

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‘Reform Wall Street’ 
cry is eerily familiar 


Remember how during the 2008 cam- 
paign there came a moment when can- 
didates hoping to win the White House 
realized they had to declare that, like 
Obama, they were all in favor of “change”? 
Hillary did it. McCain did it. So did Rom- 
ney. Giuliani too. 

In the same way, today everyone agrees 
that we need reform 
of our financial sys- 
tem. Even Wall Street 
knows it is inevitable. 

So the question be- 
comes: Are we going to 
get real reform or are 
we going to get the D.C. 
version of “reform’’? 

For a snapshot of 
what D.C. reform looks 
like, look no further 
than the 26-page memo 
that Frank Luntz put 
together to show Re- 
publicans how to kill 
health-care reform. Here is his unequivo- 
cal advice: “You simply MUST be vocally 
and passionately on the side of reform.” 
The trick, he says, is to “be for the right 
kind of reform” — i.e., the kind of reform 
that doesn’t reform anything. 

We’ve seen this movie before, just a 
few years ago. Back then the stars of the 
show were Enron, Tyco, Global Crossing 
and WorldCom. After their orgy of greed 
and fraud was exposed, everyone sud- 
denly demanded reform. But what we got 
instead were window-dressing changes 
and Band-Aid legislation. And the prevail- 
ing philosophy that the free market would 
regulate itself was, in effect, allowed to 
remain in place. Indeed, it was given even 
freer rein. 

So now it’s deja vu all over again. You 
know the drill: First comes the shock, 
then the outrage, then a few high-profile 
show trials, then the punishment of a few 
culprits, then some half-measure reforms, 
and then we all move on ... until it starts 
again. 

Right now we find ourselves in the mid- 
dle of that cycle. The financial bandits be- 
lieve that if they just lay low for a bit, the 
storm of outrage will blow over. They can 
just wait it out, feed the people a few Lunt- 
zian reformist scraps, and then return to 
the party. 

And they may well be right. 

As we wait for the Obama administra- 
tion to announce its plan for comprehen- 
sive reform of the financial regulatory 
system, the signs don’t look promising. 
For starters, the rise in the stock market 
(even though anyone who knows anything 
knows that it says next to nothing about the 
real economy) has taken the edge off the 
sense of crisis and the need for fundamen- 
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tal reform. 

Second, Tim Geithner is still running 
the show. During a recent interview with 
The Washington Post, Lois Romano asked 
him about “the fault lines” that led to the 
economic meltdown. “Who do you think 
bears the greatest responsibility?” she 
asked. “Is it the banks for pushing these 
loans? Is it the consumer for borrowing 
over their means? The regulators?” 

In his answer, Geithner spread the 
blame around, but there was one glaring 
omission: the regulators. Not a good blind 
spot to have when you are in charge of re- 
forming the regulatory system. ... 

Equally troubling is Geithner’s contin- 
ued reliance on the guidance of the Wall 
Street players who led us into the mess 
we’re currently in. Isn’t that like sticking 
with the travel agent who just sent you on 
a vacation to hell? 

But that is apparently what Geither did 
when formulating the plan to regulate 
over-the-counter derivatives that he rolled 
out on May 13. According to a document 
leaked to Bloomberg News, Geithner’s 
plan bore a marked resemblance to a plan 
drawn up by Goldman Sachs, JP Morgan, 
Credit Suisse and Barclays, and sent to the 
Treasury department in February. 

According to financial analyst Brad 
Hintz, the banks’ plan seeks “to protect 
their profitable market conditions.” What 
a surprise. ... 

The media are often an enabler of the 
transformation of real reform into D.C. 
“reform.” A recent Los Angeles Times 
editorial offers a particularly egregious 
example of this. It might as well have been 
written by industry lobbyists (the way 
many “reform” bills are). ... 

“Rather than trusting market forces, 
Democrats in Congress and the admin- 
istration argue that unbridled capitalism 
has victimized consumers,” the editorial 
read. Who wrote this, the “teaparty” orga- 
nizers? Glenn Beck? Since when do things 
like setting ground rules and demanding 
transparency mean you no longer believe 
in “market forces”? ... 

The closer we get to actual reform, the 
more hysterical the debate surrounding it 
becomes. The banking and financial indus- 
try’s pushback becomes more desperate; 
the turf wars between entrenched agen- 
cies trying to keep their power become 
more heated; the mainstream media’s 
habit of internalizing bad-faith arguments 
in the name of “balance” becomes more 
pronounced; and the public interest loses 
out to the interests of the established fi- 
nancial/political class. 

But it doesn’t have to. It all depends on 
whether the political will to implement 
real reform exists — or can be created. 
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Dems limit empathy 
to their ‘in’ crowd 


od save us from liberal “empathy.” 
(>= President Barack Obama an- 

nounced his empathetic Supreme 
Court nominee last week, Judge Sonia So- 
tomayor, we found out that some people are 
more deserving of empathy than others. 

For example, Sotomayor apparently 
“empathized” more with New Haven, 
Conn., government officials than with 

white and Hispanic 

Ann Coulter firefighters who were 
denied promotions by 
the city on the basis of 
their race. 

Let’s hope she’s as 
empathetic to New 
Haven residents who 
die in fires fought 
by inferior firefight- 
ers as a result of her 
decision. 

In the now-famous 
firefighters’ case, Ricci 
v. DeStefano, the New 
Haven Fire Department administered a 
civil service exam to choose a new batch 
of lieutenants and captains. The city went 
so far as to hire an outside consultant to 
design the test in order to ensure that it 
was job-related and not racially biased. 
(You know, just like all written tests were 
pre-screened for racial bias back when we 
were in school.) 

But when the results came in, only 
whites and Hispanics scored high enough 
to earn promotions. 

Such results never entice Democrats to 
reconsider their undying devotion to the 
teachers’ unions that routinely produce 
students who can’t read, write or do basic 
math. Obviously, disadvantaged children 
from single-parent homes suffer the most 
from inadequate public schools — and 
their tragic outcome bedevils the entire 
society for the rest of the students’ lives. 

Instead, Democrats hide the failure 
of government schools by punishing the 
high-scoring whites, Asians and Hispan- 
ics, who presumably learned everything 
they know at home. (If only successfully 
applying a condom were relevant to fire- 
fighting, public school graduates raised 
in single-parent homes would crush the 
home-learners! ) 

So naturally, New Haven city officials 
decided to scrap the exam results and pro- 
mote no one. 

Seventeen of the high-scoring whites 
and one high-scoring Hispanic sued the 
mayor, John DeStefano, and other city of- 
ficials for denying them promotions solely 
because of their race. 

The district court ruled that there was 
no race discrimination because the low- 
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scoring blacks were not given promo- 
tions either — citing the landmark case, 
One Bad Apple v. The Rest of the Barrel. 
(That’s the sort of sophistry we’re taught 
in law school.) 

Concerned that Sotomayor’s famed “em- 
pathy” might not shine through in cases 
such as Ricci v. DeStefano, the Democrats 
are claiming — as Obama spokesman Rob- 
ert Gibbs said on MSNBC — that she was 
merely applying “precedent” to decide the 
case. You know, just like conservatives say 
judges should. 

This was an interesting claim, in the 
sense that it was the exact polar opposite 
of the truth. 

To be sure, there is “precedent” for ra- 
cial discrimination by the government, 
but Plessy v. Ferguson was overturned in 
1954 by Brown v. Board of Education. If 
Sotomayor had another case in mind, she 
wasn’t telling: The lower court’s dismiss- 
al of the firefighters’ case was upheld by 
Sotomayor and two other judges in an un- 
signed, unpublished opinion, titled, “Talk 
to the Hand.” 

Not only that, but Sotomayor’s fellow 
Clinton appointee, Jose Cabranes (who 
sounds like an “empathetic” fellow), is- 
sued a blistering dissent from the appellate 
court’s denial of a rehearing specifically 
on the grounds that the case “raises im- 
portant questions of first impression in 
our Circuit — and indeed, in the nation.” 

A “case of first impression” means 
there’s no precedent. If there were a prec- 
edent, it would be a case of, at least, “sec- 
ond impression.” 

If it were merely “empathy” that ex- 
plained liberal judges’ lawless opinions, 
one might expect some liberal judges to 
have empathy for the white and Hispanic 
firefighters being discriminated against 
today, and others to have empathy for the 
hypothetical black firefighters discrimi- 
nated against in times past. 

But all liberals only have empathy for 
the exact same victims — always the ones 
that are represented by powerful liberal 
interest groups. As [columnist] Joe Sobran 
says, it takes a lot of clout to be a victim. 

Thus, the media and Democrats seem 
to find successful Hispanic attorney So- 
tomayor much more “empathetic” than 
successful Hispanic attorney Miguel 
Estrada. 

After aggressively blocking Estrada’s 
nomination to a federal appeals court dur- 
ing George W. Bush’s first term solely on 
the grounds that he is Hispanic and was 
likely headed for the Supreme Court — ac- 
cording to Senate Democratic staff memos 
— now Democrats have the audacity to 
rave that Sotomayor will be the first His- 
panic Supreme Court justice! 

If Sotomayor is not more empathetic 
than Estrada, liberals at least consider her 
more Hispanic — an interesting conclusion 
inasmuch as Sotomayor was born in New 
York and Estrada was born in Honduras. 

Forty-four of 48 Senate Democrats 
voted to filibuster Estrada’s nomination 
to the D.C. Circuit Court of Appeals, with 
congressman and professional Hispanic 
Raul Grijalva assuring them that just be- 
cause “he happens to be named ‘Estrada’ 
does not give him a free ride.” 

The truth is liberals couldn’t care less 
about Sotomayor being Hispanic. Indeed, 
liberals often have trouble telling Hispanic 
people apart, as James Carville illustrated 
on “Good Morning America” on Wednes- 
day morning when he kept confusing 
Miguel Estrada with Alberto Gonzales.

In February, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service designated criti- 
cal habitat across some 39,000 
square miles in six states, up from 
1,841 square miles in three states. 

The suit filed in U.S. District 
Court in Missoula says that more 
habitat should have been designat- 
ed in western Montana and east- 
ern Idaho, and that the Fish and 
Wildlife Service erred in leaving 
Colorado’s Rocky Mountains out of 
the designation entirely. The suit 
by the Sierra Club, the Alliance for 
the Wild Rockies, the Native Eco- 
systems Council and the Center for 
Native Ecosystems seeks court-or- 
dered reconsideration of the Fish 
and Wildlife decision, but does not 
specify how much additional land 
the groups want designated. 


New bill floated for wine 
sales in grocery stores 


ALBANY — A new pro- 

posal to sell wine in New 
York supermarkets is surfacing in 
Albany after liquor store interests 
helped kill an earlier bill. 

But Democratic Assemblyman 
Joseph Morelle of Monroe County 
is proposing additional elements to 
the bill that would address long- 
standing concerns of liquor store 
owners worried that selling wine 
in supermarkets would kill their 
businesses. 

Grocery store chains that want 
to legalize wine sales in their stores 
say it will add $160 million in rev- 
enues to the state in the first two 
years and save New Yorkers $80 
million in lower prices through 
greater competition. Advocates also 
claim the law would add 2,000 jobs 
and help New York wineries. 

But liquor store owners fear the 
measure would drive out one of the 
state’s last vestiges of mom-and- 
pop retail. 


Woman’s death prompts 
changes to outdoor cells 


PHOENIX — The di- 

rector of Arizona state 
prisons has suspended the use of 
unshaded outdoor holding cells in 
the wake of an inmate’s death. 

Authorities said that crews will 
retrofit the cells to provide shade 
and water. 

The move follows the death last 
week of 48-year-old Marcia Pow- 
ell. She was left in an unshaded 
enclosure for nearly four hours as 
temperatures topped 100 degrees. 

Corrections Director Charles 
Ryan says Powell, who was serv- 
ing a sentence for prostitution, 
should not have been left in the cell 
for so long. 

He placed three officers on ad- 
ministrative leave pending a crim- 
inal investigation. 

The outdoor cells hold inmates 
temporarily when they are being 
transferred from one area in a 
prison to another. 
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National Guard to get 
memorial statue 


Fe EXETER — A new monu- 

ment under construction 
will honor the soldiers and airmen 
who have served in the Rhode Is- 
land National Guard. 

The 7-foot tall bronze sculpture 
of a Revolutionary War minute- 
man pays tribute to the beginnings 
of the Guard, which started as a 
colonial militia. 

A groundbreaking ceremony was 
held at the Rhode Island Veterans 
Memorial Cemetery in Exeter. 

The $250,000 project will be 
funded by sponsors who purchase 
bricks that will be incorporated 
into the memorial.

Parties wrangling over the Unit- 
ed Effort Plan Trust met in person 
and over the phone for a progress 
report with a 3rd District judge.

On one side are Utah Attorney 
General Mark Shurtleff and the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, whose 
members donated their property in 
the border towns of Hildale, Utah, 
and Colorado City, Ariz., to form 
the trust in the 1940s. The trust is 
worth about $114 million. 

On the other side is the Ari- 
zona attorney general’s office and 
Bruce Wisan, a certified public 
accountant appointed by the court 
to manage the trust in 2005 after 
allegations of mismanagement by 
church leader Warren Jeffs. 

Jeffs is now serving a prison 
sentence on a 2007 conviction of 
accomplice to rape for his role in 
an arranged marriage involving 
a then 14-year-old follower. He is 
awaiting trial on criminal charges 
in Arizona and Texas also related 
to underage marriages. The church 
has an expansive ranch near the 
West Texas town of Eldorado. 


Leaks found in historic 
state capitol building 


RICHMOND — Workers 

are attempting to plug 
leaks at the 218-year-old state 
Capitol in Richmond, which under- 
went a $105 million renovation two 
years ago. 

The problem involves the ornate 
skylight depicting the state seal 
on the south side of the Jeffer- 
son-designed Capitol. Engineers 
have found tiny fractures in the 
spokes of the seal. The costs of 
the repairs are being covered by 
a $75,000 credit provided to the 
state by the general contractor of 
the renovation.

Sewage leaks blamed

V County officials are blam- 
ing Krispy Kreme doughnuts for 
clogging more than just arteries. 

The county says the company 
has damaged its sewer system by 
dumping yeast and grease from its 
Lorton plant.

The U.S. attorney’s office is try- 
ing to get the book returned to 
Dodge City, where it once was part 
of the community’s public records. 
The ledger details city court cases 
from 1878 to 1882, and the FBI said 
it’s worth about $100,000. 

FBI Special Agent Robin Smith 
said in an affidavit that city offi- 
clals believe “someone unknown” 
stole the book, perhaps in the 
1950s. But no criminal charges 
have been filed now that the ledger 
has been recovered. 

“Our overall objective is to get 
this historic document back to the 
city of Dodge City,” said Bridget 
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Patton, an FBI spokeswoman in 
Kansas City, Missouri.

HAGERSTOWN — A 


Mi judge ordered a 15- 
year-old tried as an adult on a 
charge of soliciting her father’s 
stabbing death in a case that points 
toward a showdown over her men- 
tal state. 

While the defense may argue 
Danielle Black has mental prob- 
lems, winning an acquittal on the 
grounds that she was physically 
abused, as she claimed, could 
prove difficult, legal experts said. 

The teen is accused of asking a 
friend on a school bus to kill her 
father, Billy Lee Black, 47, to end 
beatings she claimed she suffered 
but which police couldn’t verify. 

The boy refused, and Black was 
killed two days later on Halloween 
by another of Danielle’s friends — 
20-year-old Alec Eger, who hasn’t 
implicated her in the slaying. He 
has pleaded not criminally re- 
sponsible, an insanity defense, to a 
charge of first-degree murder.

French Open 


Roddick, 
a(vance; 
loses to

PARIS — Novak Djokovic be- 
came the first big-name player 
to be eliminated from the men’s 
tournament in the French Open, 
while Andy Roddick and Ser- 
ena Williams managed to stick 
around. 

Thefourth-seeded Djokovicwas 
upset by No. 29 Philipp Kohlsch- 
reiber of Germany 6-4, 6-4, 6-4 in 
the third round Saturday. 

Roddick reached the fourth 
round for the first time by beat- 
ing Marc Gicquel of France 6-1, 
6-4, 6-4. Williams, the second 
seed, rallied to beat Maria Jose 
Martinez Sanchez of Spain 4-6, 
6-3, 6-4. 

Djokovic reached the semifi- 
nals of the tournament the past 
two years, but could do little 





against Kohlschreiber while 
playing for the third time in three 
days. 


“What is disappointing was 
that I couldn’t find the rhythm 
throughout the whole match,” 
said Djokovic, who completed a 
suspended three-set victory from 
the previous round Friday. “I was 
trying not to be frustrated with 
a lot of unforced errors. Tried to 
be positive and just wait for the 
chances.” 

Djokovic finished the match 
with 38 unforced errors, 16 more 
than Kohlschreiber. 

Second-seeded Roger Federer 
and No. 5 Juan Martin del Potro 
of Argentina also reached the 
fourth round, as did No. 5 Jelena 
Jankovic. 

Federer was again stretched 
to four sets before beating Paul- 
Henri Mathieu of France 4-6, 
6-1, 6-4, 6-4. The Swiss star said 
the loss of Djokovic wasn’t a big 
deal for him. The two were in the 
same side of the draw and could 
have met in the semifinals. 

“Winning the semifinal is not 
winning the tournament, so it 
doesn’t change anything,” Fe- 
derer said. 

Roddick is only the second 
American to advance this far 
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S. Williams 
Djokovic 
No. 29 seed 


in the clay-court major since 
Andre Agassi in 2003, the same 
year Roddick won the U.S. Open. 
Robby Ginepri also made the 
fourth round in Paris last year. 

“It’s three matches,” said Rod- 
dick, who had seven aces and only 
11 unforced errors. “It’s a lot bet- 
ter than I’ve done here before.” 

Roddick has reached at least 
the semifinals in the three other 
majors. Besides winning the 2003 
U.S. Open, he also is a two-time 
runner-up at Wimbledon. But in 
the French Open, Roddick’s best 
performance before this year was 
the third round in his 2001 debut. 

“T like my chances maybe 
more than the other years,” Rod- 
dick said. “I feel like ’'m moving 
a little bit better on this stuff. 
I’m able to kind of slide into my 
forehand.” 

Del Potro beat Igor Andreev 
of Russia 6-4, 7-5, 6-4, while No. 
9 Jo-Wilfried Tsonga of France, 
No. 11 Gael Monfils of France, 
No. 16 Tommy Robredo of Spain 
and Tommy Haas of Germany 
also gained the fourth round. 

On the women’s side, fourth- 
seeded Elena Dementieva lost to 
No. 30 Samantha Stosur of Aus- 
tralia 6-3, 4-6, 6-1. Dementieva’s 
exit came a day after No. 3 Venus 
Williams lost in straight sets. 

Stosur converted seven of her 
15 break points against Demen- 
tieva, the 2004 runner-up in the 
tournament. 

“T just feel I’m far away from 
... being in good shape,” Demen- 
tieva said. “I feel like I couldn’t 
perform any better.” 

Stosur has never before reached 
the fourth round in the French. 
She made it that far at the 2006 
Australian Open, but has never 
played in the quarterfinals at a 
major. 

“As that match went on today 
I knew I could get there because 
I was playing (well) enough and 
was handling the conditions and 
everything maybe a little bit bet- 
ter than her,” Stosur said.

CHICAGO — There was more 
than a touch of defiance in Tyler 
Hansbrough’s voice while he 
spoke Friday at the NBA predraft 
camp. 

“Doubt me all you want, but I 
think I have a lot to prove,” the 
winner of the 2008 Naismith and 
Wooden awards said. 

There are plenty of doubters 
whether Hansbrough’s abilities 
will translate into a successful 
NBA career after a wildly suc- 
cessful college career. 

Hansbrough, who measured 
6-foot-814, 234 pounds at the 
camp, averaged 20.3 points and 
8.6 rebounds for his career and 
led North Carolina to the NCAA 
championship in April. However, 
many predictions have labeled 
him a middle first-round pick. 

“Y’m not worried about it,” he 
said. “It’s just a bunch of people 
saying whatever they want. I 
think Ill prove a lot of people 
wrong. 

“They kind of doubted me in 
high school and said I wouldn’t be 
a good college player. Ill bet a lot 
of people wouldn’t have thought 
I would have wound up being 
the ACC all-time leading scorer. 
They can doubt me or whatever, 
but I got the job done and won a 
national championship.” 

North Carolina teammate 
Ty Lawson understands the 
chip Hansbrough carries on his 
shoulder. 

“That would be motivation for 
anybody,” he said. “Last year 
everybody told me I would not 
go until the second round, and 
it made me want to work harder 
and come back this year.” 

Concern over Hansbrough’s 
quickness and scoring ability led 
to much of the criticism. He hopes 
the predraft camp calms any such 
fears among NBA personnel. 


Former Duke starting QB 
kicked off football team 


DURHAM, N.C. — Former 
Duke starting quarterback Zack 
Asack has been kicked off the 
team. 

Coach David Cutcliffe said Fri- 
day that Asack was dismissed 
immediately for an undisclosed 
violation of team policy. 

Asack was entering his red- 
shirt senior season after shifting 
to safety from quarterback dur- 
ing the spring. 

It’s the second disciplinary 
action taken against Asack dur- 
ing his time at Duke. The Blue 
Devils’ starter at quarterback in 
2005 was suspended for the 2006 
season for plagiarism and re- 
turned in ’07 as Thaddeus Lewis’ 
backup. 

He started seven games as 
QB, throwing for 1,168 yards 
with seven touchdowns and 14 
interceptions.

ARLINGTON, Texas — Scott 
Feldman overcame a shaky first 
inning to solidify his spot in the 
Texas Rangers rotation. 

Feldman scattered five hits 
over six innings, and the Rangers 
beat the Oakland Athletics 5-2 to 
complete a doubleheader sweep 
on Friday night. 

In the first game, Andruw 
Jones hit a tiebreaking two-run 
homer in the eighth to send Texas 
to a 6-3 victory. 

Feldman (4-0) gave up two 
runs, struck out two and walked 
three to help the Rangers win for 
the sixth time in eight games. He 
allowed four baserunners in the 
first inning, but gave up only one 
run before settling down.

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Rachel Alexandra won’ 
run in Belmont Stakes 
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Owners decide to rest Preakness champ; 
jockey can still ride to own Triple Crown

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Preak- 
ness winner Rachel Alexan- 
dra will not run in the Belmont 
Stakes, opening the way for jock- 
ey Calvin Borel to return to Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Mine That 
Bird in his quest for a personal 
Triple Crown. 

Jess Jackson, Rachel Alexan- 
dra’s co-owner, said Friday the 
spectacular filly “deserves a 
well-earned vacation.” 

Rachel Alexandra, the first filly 
to win the Preakness in 85 years, 
had been set to work out Monday 
at Churchill Downs in Louisville, 
and no announcement was ex- 
pected until after that. But Jack- 
son explained she simply needed 
a rest after running — and win- 
ning — four graded stakes races 
since March 14, including a dom- 
inating victory in the Kentucky 
Oaks. 

“We know the media and many 
fans would have liked to see her 
run in the Belmont Stakes — we 
feel the same,” Jackson said in 
a statement. “But all of us sin- 
cerely interested in the horse 
must agree that we only want to 
see her run when it is best for her. 
While she is in great shape, hav- 
ing strong works, and recovering 
well from her amazing perfor- 
mances, we feel Rachel deserves 
a well-earned vacation.” 

Borel was the jockey aboard 
Mine That Bird in the Derby and 
Rachel Alexandra in the Preak- 
ness and Oaks. He was set to 
ride her again in the Belmont, 
but Mine That Bird trainer Chip 
Woolley had said he was prepared 
to wait — even into next week — 
if there was a chance Borel could 
become available again.

Sixers find their coach in Eddie Jordan Pjteher

The Philadelphia 76ers have found their 
next head coach, reaching an agreement in 
principle with Eddie Jordan to end a search 
that lasted nearly three weeks. Jordan was 
offered the job Friday and made the decision 
later that night to coach the Eastern Confer- 
ence playoff team. He becomes the 22nd 
coach in franchise history and third since the 
start of last season. 

Jordan, fired by the Washington Wizards 
in November, was one of two candidates to 
interview twice with Sixers president Ed 
Stefanski. 

The Wizards owe Jordan nearly $4 million 
next season and would have to pay the differ- 
ence on the contract from Jordan’s new team. 


The length of the contract and Jordan’s salary 
were not immediately known. 

Jordan is 230-288 in coaching stints with 
the Wizards and the Sacramento Kings. 

Jordan played at Rutgers and has ties with 
Stefanski from their four seasons together 
with the New Jersey Nets. Jordan was an 
assistant when the Nets played in two con- 
secutive NBA Finals, and Stefanski served in 
various positions in the organization, includ- 
ing general manager. 

“T saw firsthand the immense impact Eddie 
Jordan had in helping the Nets reach two 
NBA Finals, and as the head coach in Wash- 
ington, he consistently put his teams in a posi- 
tion to win on a nightly basis,” Stefanski said 
in a statement. “He embodies all the qualities 
I was looking for in the next head coach of the 
Sixers, and we are very excited to have him in 


Philadelphia.” 

Jordan did not immediately respond to 
phone and text messages. 

“We had some tremendous success togeth- 
er,” Jordan said before his first interview with 
the Sixers. “There’s a lot of positives in that, a 
lot of hard work in that.” 

Sixers assistant coach Jim Lynam was wait- 
ing for the news to become official. 

“Tf it comes to pass, obviously I’d be happy 
for him,” Lynam said by phone. “Eddie Jor- 
dan’s a friend.” 

Philadelphia went 41-41 and was eliminat- 
ed in the playoffs in six games by the Orlando 
Magic. The job has been open since Tony 
DiLeo stepped down on May 11 and returned 
to the front office. DiLeo took over when Mau- 
rice Cheeks was fired in December. 

DiLeo led the Sixers to a 32-27 record.

San Diego State star, 
likely No. 1 choice in 
draft, falls to Virginia 
in NCAA regional

IRVINE, Calif. — Virginia 
was expecting to face Stephen 
Strasburg in its NCAA regional 
baseball game against San Diego 
State. So coach Brian O’Connor 
had his team turn up the speed on 
the pitching machine. 

The strategy worked, and the 
Cavaliers did something no one 
else could do against the Aztecs’ 
ace this season: They won. 

Strasburg lost for the first time 
as Robert Morey pitched six shut- 
out innings and Steven Proscia 
hit a two-run homer in Virginia’s 
5-1 victory Friday night. 

Strasburg (13-1), the probable 
No. 1 overall pick in the draft next 
month, struck out 15 in seven in- 
nings. But San Diego State’s first 
tournament appearance in 18 
years was spoiled by Morey (3-0), 
who allowed five hits and struck 
out nine for Virginia (44-12-1). 

Strasburg’s electrifying fast- 
ball, which has topped 100 mph, 
helped carry him to the top of the 
draft board and is expected to be 
selected by the Washington Na- 
tionals with the first pick. 

“We prepared for him all 
week,” said Phil Gosselin, who 
took the first pitch he saw against 
Strasburg with one out in the first 
inning and smacked it over the 
380-foot sign in left-center field to 
give the Cavaliers a 1-0 lead over 
the Aztecs (40-22). 

“We just moved up physically 
closer to the machine to get some 
reaction time,” Gosselin said. “We 
were probably 30, 40 feet away, 
pretty close. We did a lot of track- 
ing pitches to see velocity and get 
used to the speed coming in.” 

Strasburg said it was difficult 
to prepare against the Cavaliers. 

“TI was pretty excited to be out 
there, but it’s pretty tough to pitch 
against a team that you’ve never 
really heard of, you don’t really 
have a good scouting report on 
them,” Strasburg said. “They put 
a good bat on the ball.”

DENVER — One-half of the 
Kobe-LeBron dream matchup is 
set. 

Kobe Bryant and the Los Ange- 
les Lakers are in the NBA Finals 
for the second consecutive year 
and record 30th time overall. 

LeBron James and the Cleve- 
land Cavaliers will need to win 
two more games to join them. 
Otherwise, it will be Dwight 
Howard and the Orlando Magic 
on the league’s biggest stage. 

Not as sexy for Madison Av- 
enue, but certainly intriguing. 

Bryant and the Lakers dis- 
patched Carmelo Anthony and 
the pesky Denver Nuggets with 
a 119-92 victory in Game 6 of the 
Western Conference finals on 
Friday night. 

“We saved our best game for 
last here, or maybe we caught our 
opponent a little bit off stride,” 
said Lakers coach Phil Jackson, 
who gets a shot at his record 10th 
title. 

Bryant had 35 points and 10 as- 
sists and got plenty of scoring help 
from Trevor Ariza, Pau Gasol 
and Lamar Odom as the Lakers 
shot 57.3 percent from the field 
to avoid having to play a Game 7 
back at the Staples Center. 

They will finally get much- 
needed rest after playing every 
other day for a grueling two 
weeks. 

These Lakers, who are seeking 
their 15th title, are a more savvy 
group — but also more bruised 
and battered — than the one that 
fell to the Boston Celtics in the Fi- 
nals last year. 

“Now we’re in a place where we 
didn’t get the job accomplished 
last year,’ Bryant said. “Hope- 
fully, we will this time.”
